Carnegie Esta 
Several Times 
Fifty Millions 


‘(BY & P. wien) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Al- 
though Andrew Carnegie, steel 
magnate and philanthropist, 
declared during his lifetime 
that he expected to give away 
his huge fortune and “die a 
pauper,” his estate, to be dis- 
posed of by a will which will 
be filed for probate next week, 
was “several times 38,000. 
000,” it was learned from an 
authoritative source tonight. 

Publication of a story that 
Mr. Carnegie had given away 
all of his estate except about 
$60,000,000 brought the state- 
ment. 

It also was stated that a will 
of approximately 4500 words, 
drawn by Mr. Carnegie himself 
and which was generally de- 
Heved to be his last will, had 
been superseded by a briefer 
document of 2000 words drawn 
by Elihu Root. 

The decision of Mr. Carnegie 
to revoke the original will, 
which bequeathed a large part 
of his estate to his daughter, 
Margaret, was said to have re- 
sulted from her marriage to 
Ensign Roswell Miller several 
months ago. Mr. Carnegie set- 
tled a large “dot” on his 
daughter at the time of her 
wedding. 

The Home Trust Company of 
New Jersey, whcith was organ- 
ized by Mr. Carnegie in 1901 to 
administer a fund set aside by 
him for nearly 500 persons to 
whose individual welfare he had 
contributed, will act as execu- 
tor of the will. 


CLAIM PROFITEERING 
IN ARMY PRUNE SALE.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 20.—One 
of the most flagrant cases of alleged 
profiteering in food was uncovered 
here today by a report handed in to 
the office of Special Investigator 
Blanford, in which it was declared 
that the California Packing Corpo- 
ration engineered a deal whereby 
they made $7.25 a case in the buying 
of canned prunes at from 
the government. 

The corporstion, it was stated. in 
1918 sold to the army 200,000 cases 
of prunes in ten-pound tins at $8.75 
a dosen. These were recently 
put on sale by the government and 
bids. were called for. The corpora- 
tion bid $5.75, the highest bid, and 
purchased back 31,500 out of a total 
of 33,000 dozens. 

Besides the original profit from 
the government, these dealers are 
claimed to have reaped $3 a dozen 
profit in the purchase and $4.25 a 
dozen in the resale, a total of

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
American peace commission was 
asked to sustain the claims of 
Greece before the Peace Conference 
in opposition to a proposal to grant 
certain privileges in Thrace to Bul-

JAP AVIATOR PLANS 
TRANS-PACIFIC FLIGHT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 18.— 
The first well defined plan to cross 
the Pacific by airpjane is being 
formulated at Tokio by a Japanese 
member of the French Foreign 
Legion, according to dispatches 
from the Nippon carital received 
in San Francisco today by a local 
Japanese daily newspaper. 

The flyer is D. Isobe, a lieutenant 
in the French army, who secured 
his training during the war and 
bears wounds received when his 
Plane was shot down over the 
French lines on the Somme.

NOT FAVORED. 


Palmer Would not Delegate 
_ Power to President. 


Believes Such Radical Action 
Would Halt Relief. 


Opposition Would Hinder 
Acts to Cut Costs. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.-—Pro- 
posed amendments to the Food 
Control Act which would authorize 
the President to fix wholesale and 
retail prices of certain commodi- 
tles, were strongly opposed today by 
Atty.-Gen. Palmer. 

Appearing before the House Agri- 
culture Committee to urge speedy 
enactment of additional laws to help 
reduce the cost of living, the Attor- 
ney-General declared such executive 
power would be too severe, and 
would provoke so much debate in 
Congress as to dAelay passage of 
other amendments suggested by the 
Department of Justice, 

The department has recommended 
that provisions of the Food Control 
Act be made appligable to wearing 
apparel, fuel and fertilizer, with 
heavy penalties for profiteering. 
Armed with an anti-profiteering law, 
the department, Mr. Palmer told the 
committee, could obtain specific in- 
dictments in various cities “which 
would make unnecessary u far-reach- 
ing fight against high prices.” 

Exemption from prosecution un- 
der the Food Control Act of any 
retailer was opposed by the Attorney- 
General, who also asserted that pen- 
alties should be imposed for profi- 
teering on producers’ organizations, 
conducted for a profit. 

“It is your desire to reach every 
retaller directly?” asked Representa- 
tive McLaughlin, Republican, Michi- 


gan. 

“Yes, sir.“ answered Mr. Palmer, 
emphatically. Ws 

The House Agriculture Commit- 
tee, considering legislation to ex- 
tend the Food Control Act to other 
necessities of life, to extend the pow- 
ers of the act beyond the war-time 
period, to give the President power 
to fix fair prices for necessaries and 
to provide pena'’ties for hoarding, 
continued its hearings. 

The Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee, after some members had held 
the legislation as proposed by the 
Attorney-General did not define 
clearly what constitutes profiteering 
and hoarding, postponed final ac- 
tion. 

Reports to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment indicated the War Depart- 
ment’s food surplus, which was of- 
fered to consumers yesterday 
through the parcel post, was find- 
ing a ready sale. 

Assistant Postmaster - General 
Dockery today instructed postmas- 
ters that no war stamp tax was ap- 
plicable to parcel post shipments of 
army foodstuffs. 

Mr. Paimer said today there was 
evidence the government campaign 
to reduce the cost of living already 
was bearing fruit. A prominent 
Maryland vegetable packer wrote 
Mr. Palmer that prices in many 
lines were beginning to ease off as 
{it became evident the Department 
of Justice meant business in an- 
nouncing that criminal prosecutions 
against hoarders and  profiteers 
would be inatituted wherever the 
laws were violated. 

“We want to make clear, how- 


ever,” the Attorney-General said, 
“that nothing we can do can 
change the immutable economic 


laws on which prices depend. If 
we can Increase the supply by great- 
er production and lessen demand by 
greater saving on the part of the 
people, then the cost of living 
should come down. We can help 
that along by forcing hoarders to 
put on the market food held out for 
an advance in prices, and further 
by holding them up to public scorn 
or by prosecuting, if Congress gives 
us the criminal amendment to the 
food contro] law, those gullity of 
trying to exact a greater profit 
than tis reasonable and just. We are 
going to make the market—that is 
the law of supply and demand— 
operate normally instead of artifi- 
cially.” 

The Attorney-General and Judge 
Ames, hie assistant, drew distinc- 
tions which they said the public 
should recognize between hoarded 
food and stored food. The former 
is held out of the market in great- 
er quantities than required for the 
owner's business for the purpose of 
forcing up the market. The latter 
is surplus husbanded from the har- 
vest to the lean season. 

It was made clear, though, that 
all food proved to be hoarded would 
be put on the market. United 
States Marshals probably will - 
minister ite disposition. 

Reports from State Food Admin- 
istrators indicated fair price boards 
rapidly were being set up in many 
States, and were getting pledges 
from dealers to abide by the prices 
promulgated for the public's guid- 
ance. The Department of Justice 
announced eleven cases had been 
brought under the Food Control Act 
for seizure of food in Columbus Ga. 
St. Louis, Detroft, Chattanooga an 
Kansas City.

MEXICAN IS KILLED. 
A report was received here today 
from Lieut. Estill, pilot, and Lieut. 
Cooper, observer, dated Presidio, 
Tex., giving details of firing on their 
biplane yesterday by Mexican ban- 
dus. While flying over a Mexican 
mountain trail, the American avia- 
tors observed three Mexicans mount- 
ed, riding south. The plane swept 
down low to investigate. 
The bandits opened fire with rifies, 
bullets puncturing the wings of the 
American machine, Observer Coop- 
er returned the fire and saw one 
horse and rider fall.

FOUR CAPTAINS 4180 FACE 
FIRING SQUAD AS RESULT 
OF PLOT IN CHIHUAHUA. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

EL PASO, Aug. 20.—Names and 
details of the execution of army 
officers at Chihuahua City on 
charges of treason were received 
late today in a special dispatch to 
the El Paso Herald from Chihuahua 
City under date of August 18. 


The dispatch says that after three 
days of investigation the military 
court appointed by Gen. Manuel! 
Dieguez to judge the eighteen men 
under charges, gave a verdict 
sentencing to death Col. Francisco 
Arzate, Col. Epigmenio Martines, 
Capt. Manuel Guerrero, Capt. Eu- 
stolio L. Lucero and Capt. Manuel 
Balda. 


Cols. Gregorio Nunez and Her- 
rera were sentenced to eight years’ 
confinement and the same penalty 
was given Meligarejo Robles and 
Capt. Patino. Two captains and 
four leutenants were found not 
guilty. 

“At 7 o'clock this morning.“ the 
narrative continues, “the condemned 
men were shot at the foot of Cerro 
Santa Rosa before 2000 soldiers of 
the garrison and hundreds of peo-~- 
ple who went to see the spectacle. 
“Arzate, when the firing squad 
was going to kill him, cried ‘Viva 
Villa’ and Martinez also, when the 
equad was ready to fire, cried ‘Death 
to Carranza Gen. Alanis was freed 
at the beginning of the proceedings 
as he proved he was not implicated 
with the plotters. 

“During the investigations Arzate 
confessed he was in correspondence 
with Villa since March of this year 
and was commissioned to foment a 
revolt in this city, receiving money 
for that purpose.”

PRESIDENT APPROVES COUKT- 
MARTIAL SENTENCE OF 
FPORMER OFFICER. 


(EXOLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Presi- 
dent Wilson has approved the court- 
martial sentence of Capt. York Cole- 
man, formerly in command of Co. 
K. One Hundred and Fifty-eighth 
Infantry, at Camp Kearny. Capt. 
Coleman, under that. sentence was 
dismissed from the army, July 26, 
1918, and will be confined for two 
years at hard labor. He was tried 
at headquarters of the Fortieth Di- 
vision, American Expeditionary 
Forces, at Revigny, Department of 
the Meuse, December 18, 1918. 

On a great number of charges of 
irregularities connected with the 
company funds, he was found guiiiy. 
either in whole or in part, as 
charged. He was accused and found 
guijty of certifying that he had paid 
all personal bills and all company 
balls at San Diego, when such was 
not the truth. He was found gullty 
of drawing checks on the Harriman 
National Bank, New York, for bit 
in San Diego, after having told his 
superior that he had sent the moncy 
there to deposit for the care of ail 
such checks in France. To inspec- 
tion officers he claimed that on July 
25. 1918, from Camp Kearny, he 
had mailed the Harriman Nations! 
Pank $1865 compary funds. This 
was proved to be an untruth. 

He was found guilty of giving 
worthiess checks at Camp Kearny 
or San Diego to the foliowing: 
Cudahy Packing Company, $787.60; 
Merchants National Hank, San 
Diego, $510; A. N. Preston, San 
Diego, $200; Simon Levi Company, 
San Diego, $87; Col. Albert L. Cox, 
San Diego, $100; Col. E. PF. Grim 
stead, his commanding officer, $65 

Fred W. Wolfmaier, a privute, in 
his own company, loaned Capt. Cole- 
man $200 which wn interest he 
never repaid. 

Capt. Coleman was also found 
guilty of converting to his own use 
$2165 of the funds of Co. K. Hw 
was also found guilty of. failing to 
turn over to his successor the books 
and papers of Co. K, dealing with the 
money matters involved when the 
company was stationed at Mentone- 
Colture, France, at the time Capt. 
Coleman was transferred from the 
One Hundred and Fifty-eighth In- 
fantry to the Three Hundred and 
Beventy-second Infantry. 


FOREST FIRES MOST 
SERIOUS IN HISTORY. 


SITUATION IN MONTANA AND 
NORTHERN IPAHO is NOW 
BEYOND ALL CONTROL. 


‘sy A. DAY WIRE.) 
MISSOULA (Mont) Aug. 20.—The 
general fire situation in forestry dis- 
trict No. 1, Montana and Northern 
Idaho, never in the history of the 
West has been as serious as it 16 to- 
day, according to forestry officials. 
New fires are breaking out, oll 
blazes are escaping beyond all con- 
trol, spreading over the country, 
and coupled with these facta are 
the reported vicious «actions cf in- 
cendiaries ir the woods, who not only 


have in several instances severed 
connections between the fire fighting 
crews and the outside world, with 
serious results. 
Communication with the Clear- 
water forest was severed by mem- 
bers of a crew coming out from the 
fires, cutting telephone liner. Thirty 
men were in the crew which pxesed 
out along the telephone line. which 
before they left, forestry officials re- 
port, was in perfect working order. 
After they had passed out, all com- 
munication was cut off. 
Investigation revealed that the 
government line had been cut in 
seven places and the wires wrapped 
around trees. Asa result it has been 
impossible to obtain information 
from the Clearwater forest or et 
any calls for men which might have 


been sent out.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—Fed- 
eral Judge Frank H. Rudkin this 
morning denied the motion of Smith 
Crowder and Stewart Shawley for @ 
new trial in the suit of the Lutheran 
Colonization Company against them 
for damages. The company aras or- 
ganized by members of the Lutheran 
church of Nebraska to establish a 
colony in Tehama county with the 
intention of having ite members lo- 
cate there. It purchased from the 
defendants 3000 acres of land, pay- 
ing $40,000 on account of the pur- 
chase price upon the representation 
of defendants that the land would 
raise all kinds of fruit and grain and 
that there was a su@icient water 
right attached to.the land to irri- 
gate it. 

Several members of the church lo- 
cated and built homes on the land 
and attempted to farm it, but be- 
cause there was not sufficient water 
to irrigate they were compelled to 
abandon the same. The plaintiff 
thereupon brought suit to recover 
the $40,000, claiming that the repre- 
sentations made by defendants re- 
garding the water rights were false 
and that there was not sufficient wa- 
ter to irrigate the land. 

The case was tried before a jury 
in the United States District Court 
last September and the jury rendered 
a verdict awarding plaintiff the $40.,- 
000 paid on account of the purchase 
and interest. Judge Rudkin, in his 
opinion, states that the evidence is 
amply sufficient to sustain the ver- 
dict of the jury as to false repre- 
sentations.

Brownstein-Louis Purchase 
Three-Sided Site. 

Fine Building of Concrete 
and Glass Planned. 


Total Investment of Million at 
Figueroa and Eighth. 


Planning a structure which wil! 
cost approximately $500,000 and 
with the land and equipment will 
represent a total investment of 
$1,000,000, the Brownstein-Louis 
Company yesterday announced that 
it has acquired the property at Fig- 
ueroa, Eighth street and Potter 
Park avenue and proposes to erect 
a modern reinforced concrete and 


glass building on the site. The deal 
was handled through the office of 
W. Ross Campbell for a cash con- 
sideration of approximately $400,- 
000. The property has a frontage 
on Figueroa street of 200 feet and 
of 226 feet on Eighth street and 
Potter Park avenue. The building 
will be set back twenty feet on the 
Figueroa street side. It will have 
a depth of 180 feet on the sides, 
thus allowing a twenty-six-foot space 
in the rear to guarantee for all time 
the maximum of light and air, re- 
gardiess of future improvements of 
surrounding property. As it fronts 
on three streets it has a unique 
location. 
There will be a court, sixty feet 
square on BHighth and Potter Park 
avenue above the second story. 
thereby insuring that no spot in 
the interior will be farther than 
forty feet from a window. 
Plans for the building have been 
prepared by Meyer and Holler (Mn 
waukee Building Company) and can 
for a structure of real architectural 
beauty. The design is classic in the 
general scheme with certain varia- 
tioas of Spanish periods to relieve 
it from too severe and austere an 
appearance. One feature of the 
building will be a series of huge 
columns, framing the glass windows 
and upholding a massive cap of 
decorative design. 
The architectural scheme reflects 
the influence of the San Francisco 
and San Diego expositions in its gen- 
eral plan as well as in the handling 
of details. A huge stone doorway 
of Spanish design, a reproduction of 
one of the famous palaces, will be 
the center entrance. A clock and 
chimes will surmount ft, making it 
an architectural detail of rare 
beauty. Three roof gardens are em- 
bodied in the plans and will add 
much to the exterior. 
Representatives of the firm have 
ed for an extensive eastern 
trip enabling them to visit some 
sixty of the most modern buildings 
of all types. Such new ideas as are 
gathered will be incorporated in the 
further plans of the company and 
work will begin just as soon as these 
new developments have been com- 
pleted. 
In departing from the accepted 
traditional type of a commercial 
building, the company feels it will 
make a real contribution to the 
architectural beauty of Los Angeles.

flour made from high-priced wheat, 
by high-priced labor, using ingredt- 
ents that have doubled and trebled 
in value since 1914. 

It cannot be done. The govern- 
ment may seize and operate all the 
elevators, wills, bakeriag and retail 
stores in the United States, substi- 
tute politicians for business men 
‘and professors and theorists for 
practical operators and still, with 
wheat at 7.26 a bushel, it cannot 
be done. It is a human impossi-

Of this surface $3.000,000 square miles is 
covered with water. This means that 71 
per cent. of the earth's surface is ocean. 

The volume of the water may be esti- 
mated to be 324,000. cubic miles, or four- 
teen times the volume of all the land above 
sea level. 

The greatest depth which has ever been 
recorded is 5348 fathoms. This is a little 
over six miles. The spot referred to is east 
of the island of Mindanao in the Philippine 
Islands. 

Three and one-half per cent. of all the 
sea water is solid matter in solution, chief 
of which is common salt. This salt is 
gathered up by rivers and carried to the 
sea. River water is not very salty, but the 
sea keeps getting saltier because the sea 
water which is evaporated (leaving the salt 
behind) goes back to the land as rain and 
returns in rivers bringing more salt with 
it. All the salt which enters the sea in 
rivers never leaves it.

F. A. Slick, a Monrovia grocer, 
testifed that he gave an order for 
molasses to Laukota-Garriott Com- 
pany, brokers, to be billed through 
the Los Angeles Grocery Company, 
and was told the order must be re- 
fused unless the goods were billed 
through some other jobber. 

Charles F. Allen, grocer, of 2023 
West Seventh street, said he had a 
conversation on August 1 with a 
representative of the Spohn-Cook 
Brokerage Company, who told him 
the company would not bill any 
order through the Los Angeles Gro- 
cery Company and had so in- 
structed its salesmen. 

At the close of the testimony the 
respondents asked that the hearing 
be postponed until Tuesday. 

No objection was offered to the 
week's delay, and the examiner 
sald he would remain in the city 
until that time, when the 
respondents will be expected to put 
on their defense.

The object, as explained by 
church leaders yesterday, is to pre- 
pere for the emergency of another 
epidemic such as the influenza 
scourge which swept the world last 
fall, and to provide an army of per- 
sons who will be qualified to nurse 
the sick and give all help possibile 
in such a crisis. The resolution 
unanimously adopted by the dele- 
gates is as follows: 

“Whereas, we as representatives 
of Christ. are called by the needs 
of humanity and by the direction 
of God's Spirit to a rsonal min- 
iatry to others, in sickness. in sor- 
row, in poverty and distress, there- 


“Resolved, that we approve and 


urge the continued exercise of all 
our people in what is known as 
Christian help work, nursing the 
sick, relief of the needy, comforting 
of the sorrowing, and that to this 
end we plan definite lines of train- 
ing in our local churches as a part 
of our home missionary instruction.” 
— STATISTICS.

that 1 1918 the members of 
Southern California conference 
gave 886 free treatments to the sick, 
as against 643 in 1917; spent 13,138 
abe. in other kinds of Christian 
help work, as against 8416 hours in 
1917; gave 3770 free meals, as 
against 2298 in 1917; gave away 
3716 articles of clothing to those in 
need and loaned or gave away 4317 
books.
